••the Comstock mining companies under 
control of the bonanza firm, measures 
for alleviating the situation were dis- 
cussed, and are likely to be speedily 
acted upon. A plau to reduce expenses 
at the mines without curtailing impor- 
tant exploration work was under consid- 
eration. If it is carried out assessments 
•will in future be smaller and will be 
levied at less frequent intervals. The 
assessments have been very heavy the 
last two years, owing to the great amount 
of expensive dead work necessary to be 
done before new levels could be reached, 
drained and ventilated; having now 
gained access to ground which it will 
take fully -a year and a half to explore, 
with drifts and crosscuts, expenses can 
bo made much lighter. Senator Fail 
lias personally taken the matter^n hand, 
and we are assured a uaore economical 
movement will be instituted at once. 


Field oiicj Sia«yor l>eiioniice<l. 


Justice, the official organ of tho New

After declaring that (Jalifornians have 
long ceased to seek justice in courts in 
which railroads are concerned, Justice 
winds up by demanding an appeal from 
this decision to the Supreme Court, and 
says: "Corporation managers, corpor- 
ation politicians, 
corporation Judges, 


beware how you press the people fur- 
ther. They are fifty million 
strong. 


Iu morals, in ability, in numbers, in 
everything but money you are very 
•weak. There are yet a few faithful left 
to defy your bribes, your enmity and 
your power."

DeLong's report, found beside his 


dead body, has been made public. It 
makes 30,000 words, in details and inci- 
dents of the cruise from the departure

IONS. 


. Mr. R. Giffen, a distinguished Eng- 
lish statist, having ventured the predic- 
iion, based upon the natural rate of in- 
crease as established by the records of 
the people who are occupying the most 
thickly settled portions of the earth, 
that in the near future America may be 
fully peopled, and that Europe, with 
emigration stopped, may be filled with 
masses driven to dangerous discontent, 
the London Spectator undertakes to 
answer him and show that the habitable 
portions of the earth will still contain 
abundance of room a century hence. 
Though over-population is an admitted 
evil, the Chinese have only been driven 
by it to abnormal industry and thrift, 
and there is neither social discord nor 
discontent. We know very little of the 
true law of the expansion of population. 
In India there has been an increase out 
of all proportion to the means of sub- 
sistence; in Ireland the increase con- 
tinued till subsistence failed, and then 
relief was found in emigration, while 
the Jews, a splendidly healthy and well 
fed people, have made no perceptible 
increase at all. Even the rapid increase 
of the two branches of the Teutons, 
which threatens to overwhelm all other 
white peoples, is novel and did not oc- 
cur during the long peace of England 
under the house of Tudor. 
Though 


Mr. Giffen'prediots that North America 
may in 1982 contain 800,000,000 people, 
it may not in reality exceed 200,000,000, 
without any repressing causes in opera- 
tioa such us already known. The emi- 
gration from Europe may stop, the age 
of marriage may be thrown back from 
social causes, or the* rate of increase 
may change without the intervention of 
new causes of mortality. It is known 
that in Scandinavia, between 1700 and 
1800, the increase stopped altogether 
without any 
perceptible emigration. 


The facts seem to bear out Herbert 
Spencer's opinion that culture dimin- 
ishes population, this being shown in 
New England where'the educated classes 
increase very slowly. 


But for thirty years at least, the rush 


of emigration from Europe westward 
need not cease for want of 
room. 


Though a historian of some mark pre- 
dicted in the columns of the Spectator 
fifteen years ago that iu twenty years 
America would prohibit immigration, 
the movement continues with accelerat- 
ing force, until Sweden is threatened 
with depopulation and even Ireland is 
losing by comparison. Iu 1810 that 
island contained one-third the popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom; BOW it 
holds only a seventh, and at the next 
census will probably contain only a 
tenth. Britain increases, however, and 
so does Germany, while the absorbing 
power of the United State shows no 
sign of diminution. The averago popu- 
lation is only 35 to the square mile. The 
ritate of New York, with its 5,000,000 is 
still full of ancient forests, and could 
support 30,000,000 if settled as thickly 
as Suffolk. There is no sign of exhaust- 
ion except in Ne.w England where the 
soil ia worn out, nor is there any cry in 
the "West against farther immigration, 
which will be the first premature indica- 
tion that the laud is full. As for the 
huge Canadian Dominion, it can hold 
50,000,000 in comfort without neigh- 
bors ever visiting each other on foot, 
and its great lamentation is that people 
do not come fast enough. 
British Co- 


lumbia has been visited by the Marquis 
of Lome, who finds it a 
delightful 


agrionltural country capable of support- 
ing 20,000,000 where are now 20,000. 
And when these North American dis- 
tricts are full, there is Australia with 
room for 40,000,000, and South America 
with room in Brazil alone for all Europe, 
and with its vast expanses yet unex- 
plored. In these countries they are 
forming new nations which will be iu 
the main Teutonic, will be in some 
form or niaother Christian, and will 
speak English. The Spectator hardly 
knows why our rnce should conquer, 
for sympathy with the alien is not 
among its qualities. 
But only the Jew 


resists the Englishman; even the Irish- 
man who tells the English that they are 
the most hateful people on the earth, 
will settle nowhere save where the pop- 
ulation is essentially British; while the 
German, who scolds the same people 
daily, the instant he finds a British 
community to settle^ in, forsakes his 
language, sloughs off caste, and becomes 
the most contented, industrious and 
loyal of citizens. 
The English and 


German speaking races, at least, have a 
sufficient heritage before them, and 
those who remain behind will not con- 
sent to starve. The prediction is ven- 
tured that emigration will soon reduce 
Britain to 20,000,000 of people, and this 
of itself will be a check upon emigra- 
tion. That number of people will not 
throw off the swarms that now hive out 
from among thirty-five millions. 


THE S1.'ATE UNIVERSITY. 


fTlmea-Beviow, Deo. 33d.] 


At the approaching session of the 


Legislature the opportunity 
will be 


offered the people of 'Nevada, through 
their representatives, to 
determine 


whether the State with ita ample means 
shall fully endow and provide for col- 
legiate education within our own bor- 
ders, or shall by ignoring the various 
land grants and donations from Con- 
gress, oblige parents and guardians to 
send their children to neighboring or 
distant 
States 
for instruction. We 


know of three from this portion of Elko 
county who were sent to California 
schools; one to Benioia, one to Oakland 
and another to San Mateo. No less 
than fifty young men are sent from the 
counties of Ormsby and Storey to schools 
above 
mentioned, 
and 
why? 
We 


answer, because the membern of our 
Legislative bodies are in themselves a 
pack of infernal ignoramuses, and think 
the cutting down of some paltry sal- 
aries is more importance than making 
provisions for a home instruction for 
the young men aud women of the State. 
Tho great trouble has been and still re- 
mains that the western portion of the 
State has, and still does, hold an enmity 
to Elko county, because, through the 
skillful management of Hon. H. C. 
Street while a member of the Legisla- 
ture, it was successful in locating the 
State University at the above named 
place. In no instance have represen- 
tatives from the two great counties, 
Ormsby and Storey, ever exhibited a 
friendly feeling toward that institution. 
Tha writer of this article remembers of 
almost getting on his knees before the 
members from Virginia City and asking 
them to appropriate a sufficient sum to 
construct a dormatory and decently im 
prove the grounds surrounding the 
University. It was a hard pull, but in 
the room of the Sergeant-at-Arms an 
agreement was made that the bill was 
to be passed under a suspension of tho 
rules, and such was the vote. The 
school, for it can be called nothing-else, 
is conducted by a competent gentle- 
man, 
so far as the regents have settlec 


upon the required ability, but whau the 
magnificent endowment from the Gen. 
eral Government—its various professor- 
ships created, and the condition of the 
institute as a mere academy or primary 
school is cousidered, it must be con- 
sidered and called a neglected institu- 
tion—a failure'. We have sent mem- 
bers" to the Legislature from this county 
who now and will occupy their seats, 
who should not only see that the appro- 
priations heretofore made shall not be 
withdrawn, but that additional provis- 
ions should be made to fully organize 
the Institute, and utilize the money 
which 
Congress has so generously 


placed in the power of the State.
